A  minority  is  ju«t  u  likely  to  be  right 
u  *  myority;  and  If  it  is,  end  if  it  persist* 
lo  M«nl«|  tta  principle*,  end  if  tta  leaden 
ere  able  enough  to  frame  a  practical  and 
constitutional  policy,  and  to  moot  their 
opponent#  in  argument  brfore  the  people, 
rightly  lualruotod,  always  favor  lire  right." 

The  toagooureeut  the  euti-alevqry  discus¬ 
sion  showed  thU.  Tt)e  Mrst  anti-slavery 
men  w«uo  not  practical  politicians,  but 
moralists;  they  demanded  immediate  and 
unconditional  emancipation,  boon  a*  ala- 
very  was  unjust,  and  injuatice  ought  et 
any  price  to  bo  reuiordd.  Tlieae  excellent 
men  bad  but  little  direct  influence  oo 
practical  politics—  tor  the  answer  to  their 
appeal  #11  that  the  Constitution  forbade 
interference  with  slavery  where  it  existed. 

What  they  did  was  to  ndvortise  to  the 
people,  with  wonderful  courage  and  pet 
tenacity,  the  monstrous  wickedness  of 
staveiy.  The  political  lenders  ol  the  mi 
nority,  however,  netted  their  oportunily, 
and  at  the  auapicioue  time  tam-sd  s  policy 
upon  the  slavery  question  which  was  both 
practical  and  constitutional.  They  said, 

•  ‘We  will  not  touch  slavery  in  the  states 
where  it  exist — tnat  would  be  unconstitu¬ 
tional;  but  wo  demand  that  it  shall  not 
be  extended  to  the  territories,  which  are 
controlled  by  the  Federal  Government.” 

With  that  policy  they  appealed  to  the 
people;  and  as  it  waa  both  right  and  prac- 
tic  al,  and  constitutional,  and  as  the  mi¬ 
nority  possessed  very  able  leaders,  who 
freely  met  their  opponents  in  public  debite 
in  time  they  achieved  a  perfectly  legiti¬ 
mate  political  victory. 

A  minority  is  contemptible,  and  must 
fail,  when  it  has  neither  principles  nor 
p  ‘llcy  to  oppose  to  the  majority ;  but  re¬ 
lies  upon  abuse  of  its  opponents,  or  mere 
criticism  of  the  majority's  blunders.  For 
in  such  a  case,  unless  the  majority  is  ex¬ 
traordinarily  corrupt  or  inefficient,  the 
people,  seeing  ho  principles  at  issue,  will 
condone  its  offences,  and  maintain  it  in 
power,  out  of  a  ronservati  e  spirit  which 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  qualities  in  a 
free  people.  Nor  are  they  wiong  in  this; 
for  If  the  minority  have  no  satisfactory 
policy  or  principles  to  offer,  their  struggle 
u  merely  one  tor  plice  or  office,  with 
which  the  people  have  but  little  sympa¬ 
thy. 

In  general,  inefficiency  is  luAe  quickly 
resented  by  the  people  in  their  niters  than 
corruption,  unfoaa  that  assumes  tne  dimen 
sions  ot  mere  vulgar  robbery,  like  Tweed's 
in  New  York;  but  the  strougest  appeal  of  JL&k-' 
a  minority  to  tbj.^AjD*,  l  *aa  l.oopTftsTT*Prei 
against  and  a  party  in  power 

may  lute  an  election,  and  tiod  itself  sud¬ 
denly  deserter]  by  its  strongest  friends 
among  the  people,  on  such  an  issue  as  that 
called  the  Portland  Oag  Law,  which  was 
believed  to  attack  the  liberty  of  the  press. 

A  strong  and  able  minority  is  a  very 
important  part  of  a  legislative  body.  Its 
office  there  is  to  examine  and  criticise  tbs 
propositions  and  acts  of  the  party  in 
power;  to  scrutinize  its  expenditures;  to 
expose  its  inefficiency,  its  usurpations  of 
power;  to  ridicule  its  blunders:  and  to 
oppose  all  attempts  at  bad  legislation. 

Where  a  minority  is  strong  in  votes,  and 
has  able  leaders,  the  Ural  effect  of  its  vigi 
lance  is  to  make  the  party  in  power  more 
carol  u  I  in  administration  and  legislation, 
and  thus  to  beneflt  the  country;  and  its 
second  effect  is  to  rally  to  its  side  the  most 
independent  and  ablest  members  of  the 
majority,  and  thus — if  the  majority  is  in¬ 
efficient  or  corrupt — to  prepare  the  people’s 
minds  lor  a  change  at  the  elections. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  where  a  legisla¬ 
tive  minority  lacks  ability  and  statesman¬ 
ship,  and  offers  a  merely  factious  or  trivial 
opposition,  it  is  very  spt  to  fall  into  con¬ 
tempt  with  the  people,  and  to  injure  its 
own  prospects  ot  political  success.

The  talk  about  "Bap¬ 
tist  doctrine,”  ‘  our  sentiments,”  "osr doc¬ 
trines;'’  leans  toward  eocle-iasticirm,  tradi¬ 
tion,  man's  leadership.  We  are  always  in 
danger  there.  Any  truth  loses  power 
by  being  degraded  from  iu  position  as  the 
doctrine  of  Christ  to  that  ot  the  doctrine 
of  a  sect,  “  ogr  doctrine,"  “Baptist  doc¬ 
trine.”  The  Common  nse  of  such  terms 
indicates  a  degree  of  npoatney.  The  truth 
may  he  held  end  Unwlrt.  but  it  Is  wroogty 
held  —tire  spirit  ts  (M&tfoa. 

The  JVeie  Tork  Observer,  more  than  any 
paper  we  see  is  exercised  upon  the  quea 
tlon  of  the  civil  allegvaoee  of  Roman  Oath* 
olics,  as  affected  by  ths  new  dogma  of 
Infallibility.  All  Europe  it  stirring  in 
the  matter,  hut  America,  thus  for,  has 
maintained  a  cehnneea  which  betokens  no 
sense  of  danger.  The  Obterter  evidently 
fecit  called  upon  to  do  what  it  can  to 
nrouss.  the  nation  from  this  security,  giving 
its  leading  articles  for  the  three  past  weeks 
to  the  subject.

The  Method  tel  is  sUll  disacuaaing  ths  re¬ 
lation  which  Methodist  Bishops  bear  to  the 
geueral  Conference,  a  claim  of  independ¬ 
ence  having  recently  boon  set  up  for  them 
much  to  its  alarm.  One  of  its  recent  argu¬ 
ments  is  as  follows : 

There  is,  however,  in  our  Church  a  sepa¬ 
rate  and  sufficient  reasoir  tut  the  subunit 
nation  of  tbu  bishops  (or  execut've)  to  the 
General  Conlneace  (or  lag Ulalsre),  iu  the 
fact  that  they  exercise  by  appointment  the 
(unction  ot  presenting  miniate,  s  to  all 
Methodist  pulpits.  This  is  ou  enormous 
power,  and  in  order  to  render  the  use  of  it 
sale,  our  fathers  took  great  pains  to  make 
the  subjection  of  the  episcopscy  to  tbe 
General  Conference  so  plain  as  to  be  bey¬ 
ond  dispute.  Kings  have  been  patrons  of 
pulpits,  aud  to  have  noblemen,  and  so  bave 
learned  universities, 'but  our  bishops  have 
concentrated  in  their  hands  a  patronage 
which  is  without  s  parallel  in  ail  Protest- 
suisiu.  To  make  them  independent  would 
be  suicide;  we  may  be  assured  that  the 
General  Conference  will  never  surrender 
its  powers  os  patron,  especially  nowjos  the 
laity  are  constituent  members  of  that  body. 
As  our  law  hot  thus  far  been  understood, 
the  bishops  administer  this  patronage  aa 
the  agents  of  the  General  Conference,  with 
a  quick  and  immediats  amenability  to  it; 
and  this  is  the  only  safe  arrangement  lor 
all  parties. 

But  this  able  end  excellent  journal  in  a 
a  patriotic  and  statesmanlike  manner,  as 
well  us  Christian  spirit,  discourses  on  the 
aspects  of  our  National  Senate,  aa  follows: 

“  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  has 
undergone  several  considerable  changes  ot 
character  within  the  lost  thirty  years.  The 
oreticully,it  is  a  mors  permanent  body  than 
tbe  House.  Practically,  it  bus  proved  to 
be  more  changeable.  Members  of  the 
Housu  come  and  go  more  frequently  than 
those  of  the  benate,  but  the  body  as  a 
whole  preserves  tho  same  general  traits  — 
The  Senate  is  a  very  different  kind  ol  s 
body  from  what  it  was  in  the  days  of  Clay 
uud  Webster  and  Calhoun  —different  from' 
what  it  was  when  Douglass  led  it — differ¬ 
ent  from  what  it  was  during  Mr.  Lincoln’s 
administration. 

Before  the  Slavery  question  became  pre¬ 
dominant,  we  were  proud  to  call  our  Sen¬ 
ate  the  most  dignified  body  in  the  JEQXjUfa 
lu  leading  myiydisro -wrerw  lobkod  up  to 
W}>ful  reverence.  Each  of  them 
presented  a  principle,  and  gave  himself 
up  to  its  advocacy  with  all  the  earnest 
mss  of  which  he  was  capable.  Each  had 
a  strong  bind  of  followers,  who  supported 
him  honestly  and  with  an  enthusiasm  of 
winch  he  was  quite  worthy.  As  the  sla¬ 
very  question  rose,  our  statesmen  ranged 
themselves  tor  or  sgainst  a  single  principle. 
Oa  one  side  It  wae  not  a  noble  one,  but 
still  the  qaroilon  wot  oneot  public  policy, 
and  commanded  support  or  opposition  on 
public  grounds,  without  immediate  refer- 
ense  to  personal  interest,  The  names  of 
chose  who  in  the  Senate.rapresented  the 
opposition  to  slavery  are'amoQg  tbs  most 
precious  inheritances  of  our  history.  They 
bad  moral  courage  that  has  never  been  ex 
celled.  They  gev*  tons  to  the  Senate  d nr 
ing  tbe  war,  and  kept  tbe  mind  of  the 
country  fixed  on  the  one  great  question,  to 
tho  practical  exclusion  of  all  others. 

It  became  a  habit  with  the  people  to  look 
to  the  "tnafh  question”  only.  Tbe  habit 
lasted  after  the  occasion  which  bad  origi 
nsted  it,  passed  away.  The  “main  ques 
tion  had  gradually  lost  its  importance,  but 
publie  men  have  still  been  regarded  accor¬ 
ding  to  ths  positions  they  once  occupied 
towards  it;  with  too  little  refsrence  to  their 
fitness  to  deal  with  other  questions,  or  to 
their  persona!  character.  Hence,  aa  other 
matters  than  tbs  original  issues  of  the  re 
bell  ion  and  reconstruction  have  corns  up 
to  claim  attention,  the  Senate  has  ceased 
to  appear  at  an  advantage  and  is  begin 
ning  to  appear  very  much  at  a  disadvan 
tage-  The  men  who  were  fairly  fitted  to 
do  the  old  work  do  not  prove  so  competent 
to  perform  the  no*  tasks  that  nre  allotted 
to  them.  The  jud^meht  riht^h  enabled 
them  to  decide  promptly,  correctly  and  in¬ 
dependently,  when  the  question  was  of  a 
war  measure,  fails  them  when  they  are  call¬ 
ed  upon  to  act  on  peace  measures.  Many 
of  them  seem  to  have  lost  tbeir  own  minds 
and  become  slaves  of  the  caucus.  The  de¬ 
votion  which  was  onoe  so  admirably  given 
to  the  country,  and  to  the  psrty  which  at 
oae  time  represented  it,  is  now  given  to  the 
party, 'which  no  longer  represents  ths  whole 
e  untry;  yet  not  so  much  to  the  party  ss 
to  a  traction  of  it. 

Public  men  are  not  now  impelled  to  lay 
down  personal  aims  ii  the  face  of  an  ah 
sorbing  public  peril ;  their  personal  am 
bitions  insist  upon  being  satisfied.  Their 
weaker  notate  asserts  itself.  Many  of 
them  are  bettered  to  be  seeking  self  ad 
rani  etnent  at  ths  expense  sf  the  public 
•gomLjogc  sre^peqly  charged  with  cart 

ff  we  oJsy  judge  from  recent  elections, 
the  character  of  the  Senate  is  about  to  be 
changed  sgSin  end  for  the  better.  Evi¬ 
dently  the  idm  is  working  its  way  into  the 
electoral  bodies  that  the  new  questions 
which  are  arising  require  new  men  to  meet 
them,  and  that  the  personal  character  of 
our  law  makers  is  a  matter  of  first,  not  ot 
second  rate  importance.  Ths  right  of  in¬ 
dependent  jmigtteht  has  been  asserted, 
with  satisfactory  results,  in  one  or  two  leg 
islotura*.  The  new  Senator*  are  men  of 
good  repute.  From  tbeir  own  utterance, 
or  of  those  of  tbeir  supporters,  ws  judge 
that  some  ot  them  intend  to  prefer  the 
publ  c  good  to  that  of  themselves  or  of  the 
chief  oUhe  psrtr— which  i*  no  small  gain 
Ths  Senatsr  elect  from  Michigan  declares 
that  he  will  avail  himself  on  all  proper  oc 
cnilons  of  the  liberty  of  supporting  or  op 
posing  measures  upon  their  merits,  accord 
ing  to  his  convictions  of  right,  end  with 
ranronc*  to  tho  interests  of  tho  wholo 
country.  Thera  is  pressing  need  in  tbe 
fldnate  of  men  who  will  do  this,  and  we 
hope  that  os  many  of  them  as  Is  Mssibls, 
will  be  returned.  W«  hope  for  victory  to 
rest  on  tiro  aid*  o4  independent  judgment, 
so  for  a*  it  is  r*pn««ated  by  worthy  men, 
without  rafldimtwtM  pesky  lino*. 

We  speak  particularly  of  but  one  of  the 
new  Bnnntnrn— Andrew  Johnson,  of  Tonnes 
»•«.  We  join  the  couotrj  in  congratula¬ 
tions  upon  kto  return,  which  seem  nearly 
unanimous.

STRAWBERRIES  FOR*  MARK  ET. 

The  discussion  ol  strawberries  is  always 
in  eeoeem,  whether  the  fruit  he  or  no*.  A 
writer  in  ths  Country  Gentleman,  who  for 
several  years  has  raised  strawberries,  hires 
the  following  account  ot  his  method  of 
cnltive  ine.  The  ‘Watson”  still  boars  ths 
palm  tor  a  profitable  rowkrt  berry. 

“The  first  eeerntisl  tp  success  is*  clean, 
rich  soiL  This  crop,  tike  Owy  other,  in  or¬ 
der  lo  psy,  mart  be  kapit  perfectly  frre  of 
weeds.  If  still  is  employed  which  Is  foul 
with  wtoda  or  their  reeds,  the  extra  labor 
and  expense  required  to  remove  them  will- 
use  up  the  profits.  I  *houl<l  prefer  retting 
them  oa  ground  that  has  hod  thorough 
cultivation  the  previous  venr.  Corn  is  s 
good  crop  to  precede  berries.  If  they  are 
desired  to  bo  extra  earty,  the  more  stono  In 
the  soil  the  better.  This  feet  is  not  gener¬ 
ally  known.  The  earliest  berries  in  msrkrt 
weer  those  grown  on  soil  where  small 
stone*  wets  so  plenty  that  it  was  difficult 
to  find  earth  to  cover  the  roots  of  the  plant 
when  setting  out  Plant  In  lb*  Spring  by 
all  ui-wna,  a*  soon  a*  tire  Soil  works  meTfow.’ 

Use  plants  of  the  previous  reason's  growth. 

My  wey  of  setting  plants  Is  mtidi  mors  easy 
sad  soeedy  then  that  pursued  by  many.  I 
first  rnrTow  oat  tbs  ground  with  a  on* 
horse  plough,  in  rows  throe  or  throe  and  a 
half  feet  apart.  I  then  drop  the  plants  in 
the  fkrruwt  about  n  foot  or  sixteen  inches 
apart.  I  thru  go  along  tha  farrows  and 
Mt  ths  plants.  This  requires  about  three 
motions  for  each  plant.  Taking  tbs  plant 
in  one  band,  a  push  of  dirt  With  ths  other, 
end  a  slight  pressure,  does  the  business. 

After  a  little  practice  a  good  active  hand 
will  sat  plants  in  this  way  rapidly,  and  not 
on*  out  of  a  hundred  will  die. 

The  only  tool  I  use  in  cultivating  are 
one-horse  cultivator  end  boss.  Most  writ¬ 
ers  say.  'eat  the  runners  off.’  I  do  not.  I 
thlak  that  the  extra  sits  of  berries  grown  tn 
hills  dow  not  compensate  for  the  labor  of 
keeping  runner*  out  and  ths  loss  of  qnanti 
ly.  Derides,  I  want  most  of  the  plants 
which  the  runners  make,  to  set  In  the 
fipring.  I  have  Ujsd  both  routhoda,  and 
find  matted  rrwa  rfibtt  •atlalsCtdty.  In 
winter  I  erwer  the  row#  with  hurts  manors ; 
ttaervss  both  ae  manors  and  tn  prevent  the 
sffecte  of  sodden  orion gea  of  temperature. 

I  da  not  allow  l hr  plants  to  bear  Lire  season 
they  era  sal,  bat  krep  tha  fruit  sums  oat 
off,  on  that  the  whole  strength  of  the  plant  J°**  r'F>rtrA  her 
gore  to  farm  Ireg*  hreklty  mrete  fW  nan 
•eeron  sheering.  Tiro  first  crop  is  much 
ihe  Aorolraiul  nolens  the  soil  be  very  clean 
so  a*  In  require  bat  Mtila  work.  I  would 
not  adrire  tearing  tor  a  sscoiq^rnp.  Tha 
moet  profitable  variety  known  to  me  U  tbe 
Wilson,  Thto
